8,623 in country arcas) for the weck cndcd 30th July and this figure began to fall 
ee in the following week when power rcstrictions for industry werc cascd, It 
measurcs only those cligible for thcsc bencfits, vig. mon bctwoen 16 and 65 and 
womcn betwocn 16 and 60 ycars of age who satisficd the means tost (bascd on income) 
and who did not participate in current strikes, Apart from those affcctcd who wore 
not cligible for uncmployment bencfits a numbcr of disengagcd persons did not apply 
because they were doing odd jobs or for other rcasons,. Besides mass uncmploymcat 
the coal dispute has far-reaching cffcets on production, incomcs, finance and trade. 
Statistics for Junc and July shown in this issue of the Digest only partly reflcct 
those ciiccts,.

The wor=-tine influx of cvacuccs into Australia, 4s shown by a nct imigration 
gain of 20,800 for the years 1940 to 1945 was partly reversed in 1946 when nearly 
30,000 persons dcpartcd from Australia pcrmancntly (mainly rcturning evacuccs, war 
BETes:, cte.). Sinee then the rate of immigration has inercased rapidly, Taleing: 
the excess of permancnt arrivals over dcparturcs (permancney being dcfined by 
intcntion to reside for a ycar or more in Australia or abroad), the net ghins rose 
from 12,166 in 197 to 48,466 in 1943 and 25,380 for the March quartcr of 1949, 


Of 96,000 migrants (53 ,5C0 males and 42,500 fermlcs) who arrived to take up 
permanent residence in Australia in the 15 months ended March, 1949, about 
60,700 (61%) were British and most of thc balance Displaccd Persons from Eastern 
Europe. By occupation they included 12,500 craftsmen, 11,500 in scrii-skillcc or 
unskilled occupations, 6,000 for rurolindustries, 7,800 in the ccmmercial ani 
clerical group an? 42,800 not gainfully cmployeca (mostly houscwives, children and 
stuconts).

Trading bank deposits reached a peak of £831 mill, in April 1949 and declined 
to £817 mill. in June due to the seasonal mid-ycar demand for funds which also 
caused a rise of £10 mill, in advances during the two months, Comparing Junc 
figures deposits increased by £21 mill, in 1946-47, £69 mill, in 1947-45 and by £109 
mill, (incl, statistical adjustment of £9 mill.) in 1948-49; the rising trend during 
the past two ycars reflects high cxport returns, capital inflow, hcavy industrial 
activity and rising priccs.

New South Wales factory butter production which recovered in 1947-48 from the 
low drought level of 60 mill. lbs, to 76 mill, lbs, again fell a little in 1943-49 
(7465 mill, los,) and was only about two-thirds oi the immediate pre-war output. 
Cheese output was 5.6 mill, lbs. in 1948-19 and also below 1947-15 and pre-war. 
However, it appears that total whole milk production in 1918-49 approximated last 
years Level, and vas about 6% below 1938-39. An increasing quantity of milk is 
consumed as fresh milk and more is used for processed products, In 1948-49 output 
of conccntratcd whole milk and congensed milk fcll off but this was morc than of{sct 
(in terms of whole milk use) by increased output of full ercam milk powder.
